Nazis Sink Own Ship

drive. 

The Melbourne Herald's politi- 
eal correspondent wrote today 
that federal cabinet meetings in 
Sydney are deciding onthe scope 
of the measures affecting the 
lives of alj Australians.

Those Nazi Battleships 


ANY OF THOSE WHO GAZE AT THE 

battle from afar may remember for 
some time to come the “escape” of the 
Gneisenau, the Scharnhorst, and the Prinz 
Eugen, just as we still recall how the Brit- 
ish public felt when Sir Redvers Buller met 
defeat in the Battle of Spion Kop in thé 
South African War, Nor have we forgotten 
how the German battleships Goeben and 
Breslau evaded the vigilance—or the. pre- 
sumed lack of it—of the British Mediter- 
ranean and French fleets in the early days 
of- the first world conflict. Admittedly, 
news of the Nazi naval “dash” from Brest 
to Heligoland was bitter ehough to swal- 
low in itself; and it had to be mixed with 
the daily cable fare from Singapore and 
the gloom from the whole southern Pacific 
area. Now ¢omes.a German high command 
communique telling us that British bombers 
already ‘have begun attacks on the badly- 
battered battleships and their cruiser escort, 


. coupled with a London dispatch announcing 


that the craft which “escaped” last week 
received new blows in their flight that will 
keep them out of action for many weeks. 

Although we may feel inclined to be 
skeptical about the damage further bomb. 
ings-of the Gneisenau and Scharnhorst may 
occasion, it is gratifying to note that by the 
time they are ready for combat—if they

fort or convenience of the object of his 
visit; the victim is yanked off immediately 
—either to the..concentration camp or to 
face the fifing squad. Decent treatment 
will be afforded to those here -who merit it; 
and all enemy nationals who profess their 
loyalty to Canada can best prove it by rec- 
ognizing their position and behaving aecord- 
ingly.

The long-range facts in the case, though, 
go on being favorable to our-side. We still 
lhave the productive apparatus to outrun 
the whole Axis in_preduction of planes, tanks, | 
guns and ships. } 

The War Production -Board,-though -re- 
leasing no detailed figures, says that plane, 
machine tool, tank and gun production has 
hit a steep upward curve since Pearl Harbor, 
and that this is only the beginning. Allied 
air power is known to be ificréasing steadtity 
in the southwest Pacific. 

All this means that, though the Japs may. 
win their present race against time, there 
will be a lot more time after that for the 
Allies. .We may get slapped around for a 
good part of this year. But all the while, 
we'll be building mote ahd more war ma- 
terials and training more and more men. 

If we hang onto Hawaii at all costs, we'll 
Be able to build up our war machine to any 
desired size, almost, meanwhile helping our 
Allies with more and more supplies. We've 
got the economic apparatus, and the Axis, 
comparatively speaking, hasn't. It’s a war 
of- factories plus trained men.. = 

It's foolish and dangerous to kid our- 
selves that we aren't second best in the fight 
up to now. But it would be even more foolish 
and dangerous -for us to lose heart now.

Between May and November the volun- 
tary enlistments for service anywhere num- 
bered 59,000 for the army, 35,000 for the 
air force and 11,000 for the navy, a total of 
105,000.

democracies can get results in’ 
their own slow motion way. 


The strength itt this democratic 
system has been, not in the oust- 
ing of tweedledum and the install-| 
ing of tweedledee, but in making | 
the individual man and woman | 
realize that he has control of gov- 
ernments—that his ideas really 
do count. There have been many 
examples, too, of changes in gov- 
ernment resulting in drastic 
changes in actual conduct of 
wars,, That was notably the case 
when-Lloyd George supplanted 
Asquith in the last war; and when 
Churchill took over from Cham- 
berlain in thls conflict. 


The core of the present world 
crisis, however, is something 
much deeper than the efficiency 
of any one man or any group of 
men. Mrs Churchill's cabinet 
might be stronger if he got rid of 
the remainder of the ex-appeas- 
ers. On the other hand, a purge 
of such elements might cause a 
right-against-left cleavage which 
would hardly help win the war.’ 
But, granting that Britain put 
into power all. the men and 
women best fitted to hold cabinet 
jobs, the basic realities in the 
wifining of this war would still 
remain. 

One reality is that we have 
temporarily but definitely lest 
command of the seas in the Far 
East; and until we regain it Japan 
will be able to hold at least. what 
she has now grabbed t 

Another is that the margin of 
power in Europe is so delicately 
balanced that any diversion of 
large naval and air forces to 
fronts far distant from Britain 
might leave Britain herself open 
to invasion. 

Whe escape of the German war 
ships through the Channel might 
be held to prove many things.

ONE, TWO OR THREE? 


The most fundamental weak 
ness on the democratic side, as 
revealed since Dec. 7, is the woe 
ful lack of team play between the 
various fighting services. In Brit 
ain now there is talk of a scan 
dalous lack of co-operation be- 
tween the Navy and the Air 
Force. Last spring we heard the 
same sort of charge following the 
battles in Crete and Libya. Some 
Suggest that the creation of a 
separate-air-force; diverced -from+ 
both army and navy, was a mis- 
take to begin with.

OUT-FOUGHT 


The weakness in the democratic 
war machine seems .to. be even 
deeper seated than the mere 
shottiness of an admiral who 
won't talk to the army air corps 
(as at Pearl Harbor) except as 
Specifically ordered from Wash- 
ington; nor of the British com 
mander who took our two finest ; 
ships to destruction before he 
even asked for air protection. 


It is_in-an obsolete conception 
of war which divides the services 
into water-tight compartments. 
The Germans and Japanese are 
both ahead of us in this respect. 

The day will come when our 
fighting services will no longer 
be divided into three branches: 
when there will be:one uniform 
and administration for all ranks 
of all services whether they fight 
on land, sea, or in-the air. The 
admirals will probably die of 
apoplexy at the very idea; -the 
generals will turn seasick at the 
thought. The lads in the air force 
might not like fhe idea of having 
to start their period of national 
Service with a few months in the 
infantry 

But it is the only way that I 
can see to end such absurdities as 
the two branches of the service 
maintaining separate intelligence 
services in all parts of the world; 
hor more giaring examples of 
lack of unity where it really 
counts—at the point where the 
enemy is_met,

Hospital Boos 
Plea Presented 


The Jubilee Hospital estimates, 
tentatively listed $10,000 above 
last year's allocation, will be dis- 
cussed by’ Mayor Andrew Mc 
Gavin and city . representatives 
on the hospital board before any 
definite action is taken on them, 
the mayor stated Monday. 

His remarks followed presenta- 
tion of the hospital's case by 
Dr. P. W, Walker, supeérinten- 
dent, and Edwin Tomlin, member 
of the board, to the council in 
committee of the whole. 

“The cost of commodities and 
wages have gone up and we can’t 
possibly operate on the amount 
we are getting,” Dr. Walker said. 
He told the council in 1938 the 
hospital did $60,000 worth of work 
for Indigents and received $49,- 
000 in grants from the city. Last 
year $75,000 worth of work had 
been done for city indigents and 
the grant had been lowered to 
$45,000. 

Bullding of the new block at 
the hospital last year had entailed 
expenditure of a large share of 
the-institution’s capital, he said. 

The hospital was not approach- 
ing the city for A:R.P. costs, be- 
cause it felt. that responsibilitv 
rested with the federal govern- 
ment, the superintendent: arided: 
He noted costs saved the city in 
handling the isolation cases by 
the hospital and remarked the 
shiftingofindigents out-of -his-
